Conducts  On-Site  Training   Needs   Survey 

The  Developmental   Disabilities  Division's  Technical  Assistance  (T.A.) 
Section  is  in  the  process  of  conducting  an  on-site  training  needs  survey. 
Most  service  providers  within  Regions   II,   IV  and  V  have  already  been 
visited.     At  the  time  of  this  writing,   plans   for  meeting  with  Region   I   and 
III   providers  are  being  formulated. 

The  primary  purpose  of  these  on-site  visits  is  to  identify--as  specifically 
as  possible--the  perceived  training  needs  of  provider  staff  which  are  not 
currently  being  met  by  the  Technical  Assistance  Section. 

Secondary  purposes  include  seeing,   first  hand,  training  related  problems 
where  they  occur  and  discussing  those  concerns  directly  with  the  people 
who  have  them;   obtaining  feedback  on  currently  provided  training  programs; 
locating  existing   resources  and  expertise  within   various  provider  programs; 
and,   advertising  the   research  and  resource  capabilities  of  the  Training 
Resource  and   Information  Center  (TRIG). 

Some  of  the  needs  are  applicable  only  to  the  program  requesting  them  and 
are  being  met  through  on-going  TRIG  services.     Most  of  the  expressed  needs, 
however,   seem  to  apply  to  programs   in  every  region  visited  thus   far. 
Though  the  list  is  far  from  being  complete,   since  Regions   I  and  III  have 
yet  to  be  heard  from,   the   following  types  and  topics  of  training  seem  to 
be  commonly  sought.

The 
first  deals  with  the  way  a  person  becomes  caught  in  a 
network  of  social  services  because  of  a  handicap  or  dis- 
advantage and  the  extent  to  which  personal  dignity  and 
freedom  can  be  damaged  in  the  very  process  of  helping. 
The  second  issue  relates  to  society's  concern  with  the 
sexuality  and  moral  standards  of  teenage  boys  and  girls, 
especially  those  diagnosed  as  mentally  retarded.

The  addition  of  the  Regional  Clinical  Trainers  (RCTs) 
to  the  DDD  makes  a  comparision  of  FY79  and  FY80  some- 
what complex.  They  went  from  contract  to  operations 
as  of  July,  1979.   In  FY79  the  Division's  operating 
budget  was  10.9%  of  the  total  budget  or  $880,605.  If 
you  compare  this  with  FY80  without   the  RCTs,  the  oper- 
ating budget  amounts  to  9.7%  of  the  total  or  $894,878. 
In  dollars,  this  represents  only  a  1.6%  increase  over 
last  year.  Cutbacks  in  personnel  and  salaries  are  the 
reasons  the  percentage  increase  is  not  as  high  as  you 
might  expect.  Adding  the  RCTs  means  $234,000  more  in 
operations  for  FY80. 


What  Lf,  happening  Mlth  Jlttd   19? 

Since  you  ask,  you  are  obviously  aware  that  last  year 
the  state  legislature  allocated  $1,000,000  in  Title  19 
to  the  Developmental  Disabilities  Division  for  exoan- 
sion  during  the  next  biennium.  The  ability  to  use  these 
dollars  is  not  automatic--unfortunately.  The  few  states 
that  have  managed  to  make  use  of  Title  19  successfully 
in  either  day  or  residential  services  typically  took  two 
to  four  years  to  lay  the  proper  groundwork.  Montana  is 
at  this  stage  now.  When  I  say  groundwork,  I'm  talking 
about  the  supporting  regulations,  cooperative  inter-  and 
intra-agency  agreements  and  possible  licensure  of  facili- 
ties. Also  we  must  assess  the  impact  in  terms  of  the 
"medical  model"  and  additional  costs.
